MOREOVER, THE BOYCOTT ORGANIZATION HAS APPARENTLY EASED ITS 
CRITERIA FOR IMPOSING THE BOYCOTT ON OTHER BUSINESSES, REQUIRING 
ONLY THAT A FIRM ESTABLISH IN AN ARAB COUNTRY AN ENTERPRISE _ 
SIMILAR TO ITS OPERATION IN ISRAEL» HERETOFORE. ANY BUSINESS 
THAT OPERATED IN ISRAEL HAS BEEN SUBJECT TO BLACKLISTING. INDIVIDUAL 
ARAB COUNTRIES HAVE ALWAYS FOUND A WAY TO CIRCUMVENT EVEN THIS 
RESTRICTION IF THIS SERVED THEIR INTERESTS. ¥ 

THE BAN ON TAROM IS AN EMBARRASSMENT TO PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU, 
WHOSE REGIME HAS SOUGHT TO MAINTAIN A BALANCE BETWEEN THE TWO SIDES
